A publication has recently appeared 
dealing with the subject of protection 
in Russia by M. Leroux-Zuyeff, entitled, 
“The Growth of Syndicates and Decline 
of Prosperity in the Central Manufactur- 
ing Provinces in 1899-1011.” Mr. Leroux- 
Zuyeff declares that he does not hold 
entirely with the System of free trade, 
since he thinks that if free trade were 
applied to Russia at the present time, 
it would mean the sweeping away of 
‘many of her industries, which though 
‘ina poor state are still alive. 

He leaves his reader in no doubt, how- 
‘ever, as to his opinion of high tariffs. 
He declares openly that if one hundredth 
part of the sum which Russian consum- 
_ers have paid in\tariff-raised prices had 
been given toward the importation of 
expert foreign advisers, 
peasantry into factory hands and 
buying good machinery, industry in Rus- 
sia would have flourished without the 


aid of protection at all.

municipal building in City, square. A 
committee of five members of the Charles- 
town Improvement Association has been 
investigating the plans for this building | 
to ascertain what improvements have 
been included in the structure. 

It is probable that they will make 
some recommendations tonight. Fire 
Commissioner Charles H. Cole some time | 
ago asked that the proposed building 
have a fire station. Some Charlestown 
residents approve of this and some dis- 
approve and discussion of the matter 
may necessitate the establishment of | 
another five minute talking limit, such | 
as the mayor imposed at the Brighton 
meeting. 

Among the other subjects which: will 
be brought up for discussion will be the | 
proposed widening of Chelsea street, 
which if carried out according to the 
present plans will involve an expenditure 
of $500,000. 

This was the largest single item on 
the list recommended last week by the 
street commissioners, but it was not on} 
their list which was submitted with 
recommendation for immediate improve- 
ment. Residents of Charlestown appre- 
ciate that the street commissiners have 
recommended the improvement of the 
street, but many of them thjnk that the 
work should start at once. 

It will be necessary for the city offi- 
cials to explain again that funds are not 
available for all the needed improve- 
ments, although they recognize the need 
ié great. 

Better street lighting, and particu- 
larly better lighting arrangements on 
the Charlestown bridge, will be brought 
up. 

Other topics will be the necessity of 
a new fire station in Winthrop strect 
and a flying fire squadron. Lights sim- 
ilar to those on the Cambridge bridges 
will be advocated-for the Charlestown 
bridge.

There was a more or less vague impres- 
sion that in some way or other it was 
bound up with the high cost of living, 
and this had more or less effect upon the 
voters, but to say that the tariff was the 
chief issue in the campaign would be to 
say somethirg that few persons would 
indorse. 

But it will be the chief issue in 1914. 
By November of that year the Under- 
wood bill, then the law, will have been 


in effect long evough to show quite accu- | 


rately what effect, if any, it will have 
on the high cost of living and on business. 
The Democratic party will stand or fall 
on that bill as on no other it will enact, 
and hence the great care now being taken 
by President Wilson and his party ad- 
visers to have the bill as nearly perfect 
as possible and supported by a safe ma- 
jority of Democrats in each house of 
Congress. If the effect of the new law 
should be good the Democratic party will 
be in position to ask for a vote of con- 
fidence in November, 1914, but if it 
should be bad the party may be voted 
out of control of the’ House of Repre- 
sentatives and tne Senate. “ 

Daring the whole of the past week, 
.the opening week of the special. session 
of Congress, the time of the President 
and of Democratic leaders in the House 
and Senate has .been given over to 
straightening the kinks<in. the tariff sit- 
uation. In the House everything will 
go well. Chairman Underwood is loyally 
behind the bill, although he frankly says 
* jit is not such a one as he would have 
drawn if left to himself, and it is defi- 
nitely known that it will go through 
that body without change. 

In the Senate the situation has been 
less certain. ~The indications are, how- 
ever, that the bill will go through that 
body also, and with no amendments that 
will materially alter its original scope 
and purpose. By the middle of July the 
new law should be in effect. 

In part the active participation of 
President Wilson in the work of whip- 
ping the bill into shape and of harmoniz- 
ing the party factions in Congress has 
been due to his clear understanding of 
the importance of the tariff in the Demo- 
cratic program, The personal delivery 
of his message to Congress is to serve 
only as a prelude to other activities on 
Capitol hill. There will other *on- 
ferences in the President’s room with 
members of the two houses and these 
conferences will come with comparative 
frequency, it is understod, until the tariff 
situation has cleared up.

and the government, and to be cautious not to transfer the purchase 
oO; rupees trom the Bank of England to the relations of the cabinet. 
It has always been a tradition of public life that Casar’s wife should 
he above suspicion; but if Czesar’s wife goes down to the city, though 
she may keep her hands clean, it will be impossible for her to con- 
vince the man in Throgmorton avenue that this is so. Even Lord 
Peaconshield, who was notoriously clean handed, had to face a charge 
of jobbery, for the employment of a political supporter in the sta- 
tionery office. It is true that the prime minister, from his place in 
the House of Lords, was able to dispose, lock, stock and barrel, of 
the charge and to prove not only that he had no hand in the appoint- 
ment, but that the person appointed was the son of a_ political 
opponent; but it shows the sensitiveness of popular temper that an 
adverse vote in a Conservative House forced him to dispose of the 
allegation. 

lt is most undoubtedly to be regretted that ministers should 
give their own countrymen and foreign countries even so much as 
an unworthy excuse for criticism. Nor is such conduct calculated 
it any way to improve the amenities of public life. It is quite 
true that their defense was entrusted to one of their strongest polit- 
ical opponents, and that in this way 1t was shown that, in the United 
Kingdom, the strongest political prejudice is compatible with the 
warmest social relationships. Mr. Balfour and Mr. Llovd-George 
were always models of courtesy to and appreciation of each other, 
even when they differed most warmly across the table of the House 
of Commons. F. EK. Smith was among.the stalwarts who encouraged 
the exclusion ot Winston Churchill from the Ulster hall, but this 
does not prevent the most friendly private relationships between the 
member for Liverpool and the member for Dundee. At the same 
time it is quite obvious that, though Sir Kdward Carson undertook 
the defense of the ministers, it would have been very much better 
if those gentlemen had not involved themselves in a position which 
required that they should be deiended in such a way. 

Public lite cannot possibly be kept too scrupulously devoid of 
suspicion. The tongue of scandal embroiders the straightest path of 
political rectitude with unworthy insinuations and suggestions. There 
are so-called politicians attached to all parties whose chiet contribu- 
tions to political controversy consist of Hamlets “We could, an 
if we would,” or “If we list to speak.” All men suffer more or 
less from this, but no one need give excuse for it. ‘There are inen 
Mm public life who have been charged with being oversensitive, but 
oversensitiveness in public affairs is not entirely a bad trait. Red 
tape is one of the most petrifyving torms of ofhcialdom, but the re.

He writes at 
length in the Hartford Courant in criticism of the tariff bill as pro- 
posed by the committee of Congress, and pays his respects to the 
income tax. ‘He notes the change in the burden from the consump- 
tion of the country at large to the hard-earned accumulations of 
eastern thrift, implying an injustice in the result and a_ sectional 
purpose. 

The nation expressed itself with a degree of clearness when 
it ratified the seventeenth amendment making the income tax avail- 
able to the federal government. The objection that it was aimed at 
a resource which the states needed for their own support ‘was amply 
set forth in the discussion when the amendment was pending, and had 
vigorous statement in the memorable message of Governor Hughes ot 
New York. The states were not giving over a right that had practical 
worth, judged by their failure to use it in any substantial way. In 
such of them as would tind it productive, if used, there has been 
resistance to the proposal of its employment sufficient to prevent its 
adoption. In the others, it has had no attraction. The net result 
has been that it has been of theoretical value only. The tax commis- 
sioner of Massachusetts has recently shown the enormous holdings 
of property in this state that fail of assessment under the laws which 
niake no discrimination between real and personal estate—holdings 
sO great as to make the congressman's concern about the pinching 
economy of the region being unduly pursued by the income tax seem 
gratuitous. 

The objection to the federal income tax that it is sectional, both 
in its intent and in its effect, fails to impress. The residence of the 
person who enjoys a large income does not concern the nation in 
quest of the proper contribution from him. Does it any more con- 
cern the neighborhood in which he lives? Does it carry the burden 
to his neighbors? Is the state of his home made the poorer by the 
call upon him? Is any new burden on local industry, general thriit 
or actual property involved in the requirement that what he derives 
from his closely locked stocks and bonds is put under a contribution 
to the nation ? ; 

Ignoring the issue as to the wisdom of the tariff being reduced 
and the income tax substituted, the wish is timely that the actual 
bearings of the newer device be correctly stated. Objections there 
may be, and the one that the income is not easily revealed is one of 
them. But the plea of an unequal local burden impresses us as fail- 
ing to stand the test tor soundness. 


I DUCATIONAL possibilities of almost unlim- 
ited scope are freely accorded the theater by 
observant and thoughtful people.

Of immeasurably greater importance to society is the growing 
popular conviction that the theater 1s not living up to its opportunitie 
The stereotyped reply of the theatrical interest to the almost univer- 
sal complaint regarding the prevalent low order ot dramatic produc- 
tion is that the theater-going public is getting what it wants and 
niust have. This reply does not be¢ome any stronger or more sat- 
isfying by repetition. While it may be true that in many instances 
the taste of theater-goers has been debased by unwholesome per torm-

ances to the point where it craves this sort of entertainment, we 
believe it to be true also that the great majority of theater patrons 
are not getting what they like, but accepting under protest the best 
they can get. 

It will not do to blame the vicious theater, any more than it will 
do to blame the vicious newspaper, upon the public. The theater ts 
essentially a teacher as well as an entertainer, and because an enter- 
tainer, a teacher of greatly increased responsibility. If it have a 
mission at all, it is to educate public thought to a yearning tor better 
things. It should not, under anv mask, under any scenic or dra- 
matic spell, cater to depravity or pander to vice. The time ts coming 
when it will not be permitted to do either. Although those in control 
of public amusement in the United States today may not realize it, 
precisely the same forces that are demanding regulation of material 
conditions along various lines will, we think, sooner or later demand 
the regulation, and the drastic regulation, of institutions affecting or 
influencing public morals. 

The theater has a great field in which to carry on a legitimate 
anda profitable business. It occupies, however, a place of public trust 
and responsibility. It must not subordinate the welfare ot society 
to its selfish and sordid interest. On the other hand, it will achieve 
permanency, stability and prosperity by recognizing the public good 
as paramount to all private gain. I[f it will not do this for itself, 
it is likely to have the opportunity of doing worse things taken 


from it.
